Bernanke 
Bleak on 
Economy 

Fed chair warns Congress 
of ‘numerous difficulties’ 



WASHINGTON I Federal Reserve Chairman 
Ben Bernanke told Congress Tuesday the 
fragile economy is facing “numerous difficul- 
ties” despite the Fed’s aggressive interest rate 
reductions and other fortifying steps. 

At the same time, Bernanke, testifying 

before the Senate Banking 

Committee, sounded 
another warning that ris- 
ing prices for energy and 
food are elevating inflation 
risks. This problem looms 
even as officials try to cope 
with persistent strains in 
financial markets, rising 
joblessness and housing 
problems. 

The situation, he said, 
poses “significant challeng- 
es” for policymakers as they 

try to chart the best course 

for keeping the economy growing, while mak- 
ing sure inflation doesn’t dangerously flare 
up. All the economy’s problems, including 
slumping home values, represent “significant 
downside risks” to economic growth. 

On Wall Street, stocks slumped. The 
Dow Jones industrials were down around 
50 points, after suffering steeper losses ear- 
lier in the morning. 

Bernanke’s testimony comes just two days 
after the Fed and the Treasury Department 
came to the rescue of mortgage giants Fannie 
Mae and Freddie Mac, offering to throw them

CHICAGO I One of the largest stud- 
ies of its kind shows just how slug- 
gish American children become 
once they hit the teen years: While

couple hours of exercise most 
days, fewer than 3 percent of 
15 -year- olds do.

Xhe sharp drop 

raises concerns about inactivity con- 
tinuing into adulthood, which could 
endanger kids’ health throughout 
their lives, the study authors said. 

“People don’t recognize this as 
the crisis that it is,” said lead author 
Dr. Philip Nader, a pediatrician and 
professor emeritus at the University 
of California at San Diego. 

The study, appearing in the Jour-

Few Economic Fixes Left 


Policymakers running 
out of ways to curtail 
financial downturn 

WASHINGTON I U.S. leaders are run- 
ning out of answers to America’s 
economic crisis. 

The Federal Reserve has no more 
practical room to push interest rates 
lower; there is only so much taxpay- 
er money for shoring up housing, 
and if depositors lose confidence, 
there is little officials can do to stop 
a run on banks. 

President Bush, speaking from 


a White House podium, and Feder- 
al Reserve Chairman Ben Bernan- 
ke, in testimony to a congressional 
committee, sought on Tuesday to 
soothe jittery markets and reassure 
Americans that the U.S. financial 
system remains sound despite the 
current turmoil. 

But they both tempered their 
remarks with warnings and expres- 
sions of uncertainty. 

Bernanke warned that the U.S. 
economy faces “numerous difficul- 
ties,” that the outlook for inflation 
is unclear and that “financial mar- 
kets and institutions remain under 


considerable stress.” 

Bush told a news conference: 
“The president doesn’t have a 
magic wand.” He was answering a 
question about soaring fuel prices, 
but his remarks seemed to sum up 
the government’s overall predica- 
ment. 

After years of seeming tame, 
inflation is again on the rise, led 
by higher food and fuel costs. But 
the Fed, which usually fights infla- 
tion by boosting interest rates, finds 
itself unable to use that weapon any 
more — it already has pushed rates 
down to 2 percent in response to the 


FUEL FALLING 

Oil prices fell more than they 
have in 17 years Tuesday, as 
fears that record fuel prices are 
spreading broad economic pain 
exacerbated the third big sell-off 
in justoveraweek. 

Light, sweet crude plunged

housing crisis — without threaten- 
ing to undermine an economy that 
is growing anemically. 

With soaring budget deficits, 
swollen from the costs of wars 
in Iraq and Afghanistan and 
increased spending on homeland 
security, there’s only so much tax- 
payer money for bailing out failing 
financial institutions. 

Stocks are in a bear market, and 
shares of banks and other financial 
companies have been pounded. 

“I fear that we’re sitting on a 
financial powder keg,” Bernanke 
was told by Sen. Richard C. Shel- 
by of Alabama, senior Republican 
on the Banking Committee. 

Mortgage giants Fannie Mae 
and Freddie Mac hold or guaran- 
tee about half the home mortgages 
in the United States. Their stocks 
have lost about 80 percent of their 
value over the past year. Over the 
weekend, the two were thrown a 
lifeline by the Treasury Department 
and the Fed. But if investor jitters 
prevent them from being able to sell 
bonds to finance new mortgages, 
it could have far-reaching conse- 
quences.

Obama, McCain offer 
competing visions of 
military priorities 

WASHINGTON! The two major presi- 
dential rivals sharpened their long- 
standing dispute over the Iraq war 
on Tuesday, with Democratic Sen. 
Barack Obama calling it a costly 
distraction that must end while 
Republican Sen. John McCain 
insisted it is a conflict the United 
States has to win. 

“Iraq is not going to be a perfect 
place, and we don’t have unlimited 
resources to try and make it one,” 
Obama said in a speech in which he 
also said the United States must shift 
its focus to defeating the Taliban and 
al- Qaeda in Afghanistan. 

Rebutting swiftly, McCain said 
Obama “will tell you we can’t win 
in Afghanistan without losing in 
Iraq. In fact, he has it exactly back- 
wards.” 

Obama pushed back against his 
rival’s recent comments that the 
Bush administration’s 18 -month 
increase in troop strength in Iraq 
has been a success that warrants a 
change in position on the war. 

“This argument misconstrues 
what is necessary to succeed in Iraq 
and stubbornly ignores the facts of 
the broader strategic picture that 


we face,” Obama senator said. 

In reply, McCain belittled 
Obama, who he said was speak- 
ing about the war before travel- 
ing overseas. 

“In my experience, fact-finding 
missions usually work best the other 
way around: First you assess the 
facts on the ground, then you pres- 
ent a new strategy,” McCain said. 

Obama said he stands by his 
longtime proposal to withdraw US. 


combat troops. “We can safely rede- 
ploy ... at a pace that would remove 
them in 16 months,” he said. 

McCain said Obama’s assess- 
ment of the increase in troop 
strength was wrong. “The surge 
has succeeded. And because of 
its success, the next president will 
inherit a situation in Iraq in which 
America’s enemies are on the run 
and our soldiers are beginning to

Automaker plans 
cuts, layoffs, loans 
to weather downturn 

DETROIT I General Motors Corp. said 
Tuesday it will lay off salaried work- 
ers, cut truck production, suspend 
its dividend and borrow $2 billion 
to $3 billion to weather a severe 
downturn in the U.S. market. 

GM said the moves will raise 
$15 billion to help cover losses and 
turn around its North American 
operations, including $10 billion 
from internal cost- cutting and $5 
billion from selling some assets and 
borrowing against others. 

“In short, our plan is not a plan 
to survive. It is a plan to win,” GM 
Chairman and CEO Rick Wagoner 
said in a broadcast to employees.

Henderson said GM wants to 
reduce its total salaried costs in 
the United States and Canada by 
more than 20 percent. 

A large chunk of the reduction, 
he said, would come from cutting 


health care benefits for salaried 
retirees over age 65. Those people 
would get a pension increase from 
the company’s overfunded pension 
fund to help compensate for Medi- 
care and supplemental insurance, 
the company said. 

Several thousand jobs will be cut 
through attrition and retirements, 
and through early retirement and 
buyouts, Henderson said. 

Wagoner said the company has 
not made early retirement offers to 
salaried workers for three or four 
years, and he would expect good 
acceptance of new offers, helping 
GM to reach its cost- cutting goal. 

“I suspect the vast majority 
of the reductions will be accom- 
plished through initiatives which 
do not require involuntary actions,” 
Wagoner said. “Let’s see how it plays

BOGOTA, COLOMBIA I The highest- 
rated TV show in Colombia follows 
a rather grim plot line: Boy meets 
girl. Boy smuggles tons of cocaine. 
Longtime pals betray each other. 
Everyone ends up dead or in jail. 

Based on a former trafficker’s 
tell-all book, “The Cartel of the 
Snitches” provides an insider’s look 
at the Norte del Valle cartel, one of 
the most feared drug organizations 
in Colombia today. According to the 
U.S. Drug Enforcement Administra- 
tion, the cartel has exported more 
than 500 metric tons of cocaine to 
the United States at a profit of more 
than $10 billion. 

Criticism has been fierce. But 
nearly half of Colombia’s TVs are 
tuning into the series. The success 
suggests a cultural shift in a nation 
where drug money has influenced 
all levels of society.

Analysts: Nation’s 
Banks a Safe Bet 


Americans seem 
unfazed by last week’s 
failure of IndyMac 

CHARLOTTE, N.C. I In the nearly 
steady stream of bad news about 
banks, many consumers are like- 
ly wondering if any bank is real- 
ly safe. 

Those companies that did not 
go heavily into the subprime mort- 
gage market are generally in better 
shape. But financial institutions of 
all sizes are nonetheless facing prob- 
lems with souring debt, even if they 
haven’t been hit hard like Wacho- 
via Corp., or like IndyMac Bancorp 
Inc., which was taken over by the 
government last Friday. 

Even so, earnings reports and 
an analyst’s assessment of Wacho- 
via Tuesday showed that financial 
companies are still suffering credit 
losses — and portended more bad 
news as more banks second- quar- 
ter results come out. 

Yet analysts don’t see consumers 
fleeing en masse from their current 
banks in search of safety elsewhere. 
IndyMac customers were lining up 
for their money despite government 
assurances it was safe, but so far.

All Hybrid 

O’Malley wants state 
transit buses to be 
diesel-electric models 

BALTIMORE I Gov. Martin O’Malley 
wants Maryland’s entire fleet of 
transit buses to be diesel- electric 
hybrids. 

O’Malley announced Tuesday 
that he has directed the Mary- 
land Transit Administration to 
purchase only hybrid buses in 
the future as older buses pow- 
ered only by diesel fuel are taken 
out of service. 

The state says hybrid buses use 
up to 20 percent less fuel and are 
up to 40 percent quieter. 

They’re also more reliable, 
going 6,200 miles between ser- 
vice calls, compared with 3,000 
miles for diesel models. 

There are currently 653 buses 
in the MTA fleet, and 10 are 
hybrids. 

MTA spokeswoman Jauwa- 
na Greene says the agency has 
received approval to buy up to 
100 hybrids per year starting 
next year. 

She says if buses are replaced 
at the usual rate, there should be 
about 500 hybrids in the fleet by 
2014. (AP)

Can Sergio Continue Spain’s Streak? 


‘El Nino’ has yet to win 
a Major but is favored 
to win the British 

GO LF I They are calling it the “Span- 
ish Summer” of sports here in the 
British Isles, what with Spain’s 
dramatic victory over Germany in 
the European Soccer Championship 
last month and Rafael Nadal’s stun- 
ning triumph over Roger Federer in 
arguably the greatest men’s final in 
Wimbledon history two weeks ago, 
a month after he also beat him for 
the French Open title. 

Does that mean this is now the 
time for Sergio Garcia, Nadal’s good 
friend and countryman, to finally 
break through for his first victory 
in a major golf championship start- 
ing Thursday at the 137th British 
Open at Royal Birkdale? 

“I hope so,” Garcia said Tuesday. 
“It would be great. But I know what 
I have to do and, hopefully, it will 
be good enough.” 

Where would a Garcia victo- 
ry in the oldest major of them all 
rank in relation to soccer and ten- 
nis back home? 

“Without a question, the foot- 
ball [soccer],” Garcia said. “In Spain, 
football is the biggest.” 

And between Garcia and 
Nadal? “Me.” 

No one has ever accused Gar- 
cia, 28, of a lack of modesty or 
confidence. The former “El Nino” 
sure sounded very much like the 
grown man British bookmakers 
have installed as the favorite, at 
odds of 11 to 1. 

“I feel like my game is probably 
as good as it’s ever been” Garcia said.

“I don’t feel complete, or completed, 
but I feel like I’m getting closer. I 
feel good with my game. I feel good 
with myself. I feel like I’m getting 
better as a player every tournament 
I go around. 

“The most important thing for 
me is to give myself a chance on 
Sunday. Sometimes it happens. 
Sometimes it doesn’t, but at least 
be out there and feel like you have 
a chance of winning.” 

Garcia has had multiple chances 
to win major championships, par- 
ticularly in the British Open. He 
has 13 top -10 finishes in majors, six

of them in the British, his favorite 
tournament. In 2006, he played in 
the final group with Tiger Woods at 
Royal Liverpool in Hoylake, but shot 
one-over 73 and tied for fifth. 

Last year at Carnoustie, he also 
was in the last group and needed 
only to par the 18th hole to prevail 
in regulation. Instead, his seemingly 
perfectly struck eight-foot putt for 
par just missed on the right edge, 
and he lost by a shot in the four- 
hole aggregate playoff 

“Obviously, Sunday night and 
Monday were a little tough, “ he 
said. “Other than that, you think 
about the week, you think about 
everything you did, and you real- 
ize that you did the best you could.”

Defending Golf Champ Battles Wrist 


Harrington cuts back 
on practice round, says 
he’ll be ready Thursday 

GOLF I First, Tiger Woods. Now, 
Padraig Harrington? 

The defending British Open 
champion is plagued by a sore 
right wrist, which forced him to 
cut back a practice round Tuesday 


and raised doubts about whether 
he will be able to tee it up in the 
tournament. Harrington insisted 
he’ll be ready on Thursday — with 
one caveat. 

“Obviously, I have to manage it 
between now and then,” the Irish- 
man said after scaling back to chip- 
ping and putting over the final nine 
holes of his practice session. “I’ve got 
to make sure I don’t do anything to 


it. If I do nothing to it between now 
and Thursday, I’ll be able to play.” 

The Open can sorely afford to 
lose another top player. Woods, a 
three -time British champion and 
the world’s No. 1 player, is sitting 
out the rest of the year to recover 
from knee surgery. Another leading 
American, Kenny Perry, decided to 
skip the tournament despite win- 
ning three of his last five events. 


Despite taking a couple days off, 
Harrington was clearly not at full 
strength during his first practice 
round of the week at Royal Birkdale. 
He played the front side but made 
sure to avoid hitting any shots out 
of the thick rough. At the turn, he 
was checked by a doctor and decided 
to just work around the green over 
the final nine holes. 

When asked how his wrist felt, 
Harrington said, “Fuzzy. Tingly. I 
was weak in the wrist, and that’s why 
I didn’t play the back nine.” (ap)

Acta Preaches Team-First Attitude 


Manager tries to hold 
talent-shallow Nats 
together with discipline 

NATIONALS I Last month, when 
things looked darkest for the Wash- 
ington Nationals, Manny Acta sat 
his club down and had a talk. 

He’d seen good baseball and he’d 
seen bad baseball, and, lately, it was 
far too much of the latter. The man- 
ager has come to believe through his 
time growing up in the Dominican 
Republic and his years as a minor 
league manager that no matter the 
talent discrepancy between one team 
and the next, there are certain things 
that can bridge the gap. That’s where 
his talk began. 

“It was about taking care of the 
team, the next guy,” Acta said. “A 
catcher throws a ball in the dirt?

Block the ball, don’t let it go to cen- 
ter. Back up second base. Just take 
care of the whole team.” 

Acta harps on these things 
because, even when his team is at 
full strength, he knows that the nine 
players the Nationals put on the field 
usually aren’t as skilled as the nine 
guys who oppose them. 

The short-term effect was appar- 
ent. Hours after the speech, the Nats 
went out and scrapped and deliv- 
ered a victory on a walk- off hit in 
the bottom of the ninth. 

The long-term dividends are 


still playing out. Though the Nats 
responded immediately, their luck 
didn’t hang around. After more inju- 
ries, they hobbled back into Nation- 
als Park this week on a five -game 
losing streak and bearing the worst 
record in Major League Baseball. 
They lost four of six before the All- 
Star break. 

The pressure now is on Acta. By 
all accounts, his job is not in jeop- 
ardy. No manager could be expect- 
ed to compete for a pennant with 
the lineup Acta has been given. 
But with his revolving door roster 
of largely unproven players, the 
impetus for success is dispropor- 
tionately placed on Acta’s shoul- 
ders. So, maybe he’ll have another 
talk. And maybe another after that. 
And maybe, at some point, it will 
finally sink in. 

“These guys didn’t hear all of the 
thousand preach-and-teaches I did 
lastyear,”he said. “They probably have 
only heard 200 so far, so they need to 
keep hearing it.” derekturner

Favre Tempted’ by Camp 


Saga continues with 
QB saying he wants 
to eall Packers’ bluff 

NFL I Brett Favre says he’s tempted 
to show up at the Green Bay Pack- 
ers’ training camp just to call the 
team’s “bluff.” 

In the second part of an inter- 
view with Fox News, the 38 -year- 
old quarterback said he knows his 
arrival in camp would cause a media 
circus, but that might not stop him. 
Packers players are scheduled to 
report July 27. 

“It’s tempting just to, as every- 
one said, you know, call their bluff 
or whatever,” Favre said, according to 
an excerpt provided to the AP. “I think 
it’s going to be a circus in itself already, 
whether I go there, whatever.” 


The interview on the show “On 
the Record with Greta Van Sus- 
teren” was to be broadcast Tues- 
day night. 

Favre, a three-time MVP, says he 
feels “a little bit” 
bad for would-be 
successor Aaron 
Rodgers and 
insists he doesn’t 
want to be a dis- 
traction to his 
teammates. Or 
are they his for- 
mer teammates? 

“I like my teammates,” Favre 
said. “I had a lot of fun with them. 
I have talked to numerous guys 
throughout this whole ordeal. I 
wish them the best, I really do. ... 
I don’t want to make it any worse 
than it is.” 


And right now, it’s pretty bad. 
Favre and the Packers appear head- 
ed toward a messy divorce after 
Favre demanded his release last 
week. The decision blindsided the 
Packers. They were open to Favre’s 
return for much of the offseason — 
even after Favre’s retirement in early 
March — but had since committed 
to moving forward with Rodgers as 
their starter. 

Favre conceded that the latest 
in his long line of reversals on his 
football future has been tough on 
Rodgers, the Packers’ first-round 
pick in 2005. 

“The one thing in this, I do feel 
bad for Aaron a little bit,” Favre 
said. “I think he’ll do a fine job, to 
be totally honest with you, I do. ... 
This has nothing to do with him, 
this whole deal.” chris jenkins (ap) 



Colts Are Depleted as Season Nears 



Manning’s recent knee 
surgery is just the tip 
of the iceberg in Indy 

NFL I Peyton Manning’s streak of 
160 straight starts doesn’t appear 
in serious danger after minor knee 
surgery. 

But the superstar quarterback’s 
medical problems — an infected 
bursa sac in his left knee — only 
adds to the long injury list the Indi- 
anapolis Colts will face when they 
open training camp July 25. 

Not only will Manning be 
unavailable, but so will defensive 
end Dwight Freeney (foot), wide 
receiver Marvin Harrison (knee) 
and safety Bob Sanders (shoulder), 
the NFL’s defensive player of the 
year last season. 

The Colts say Manning can 
make a “full and complete return” 
in four to six weeks after undergo- 
ing surgery on Monday. That means, 
at worst, he can open the season 
against Chicago the night of Sept. 7, 
when the Colts unveil their new sta- 
dium in a replay of the 2007 Super 
Bowl. Given Manning’s durability, 
there’s a chance he could play the 
last exhibition game or two. 

“There is no sense of any untow- 


ard condition with this,” team presi- 
dent Bill Polian told The Associated 
Press on Tuesday. 

Still, it leaves the Colts with 
Jim Sorgi as the only experienced 
quarterback when the team goes to 
training camp. Also on the roster 
are Josh Betts, Ben Roethlisberger’s 
backup at Miami of Ohio, who spent 
last season on the practice squad, 
and Adam Trafalis, an undrafted 
rookie from San Jose State. 

Polian said he will not sign 
another quarterback. 


Manning has started every 
game in the 10 years he’s played 
in the NFL, with his consecutive 
starts second to Brett Favre’s 253. 
If Favre makes good on his intended 
desire to return, his streak could be 
extended — or broken. 

“I’m going into my 11th year. I’m 
32, but I really feel I’m in a younger 
body than that,” Manning said last 
week. “I feel I’m in a 28 -year-old 
body because I’ve had great pro- 
tection from my offensive line.”

The Hunt for a Ghost Town 


History buffs explore 
old cities out West for 
a mysterious vacation 

TRIPS I The howling wind across a 
remote landscape, a creaky metal 
gate or a run-in with a rattlesnake 
or gun-toting local are the things 
that attract ghost t owners. They 
are history buffs who take their 
outdoor adventures with a dash 
of mystery. 

Just as traditional outdoors 
enthusiasts enjoy mountaineering 
or hiking, and tech-minded gadget 
lovers enjoy geocaching, ghost town- 
ers have their own agenda: seek- 
ing out, documenting and photo- 
graphing towns that one day will 
cease to exist. 

“We are a subset of the outdoors

culture,” said Clint Thomsen of 
Stansbury Park, Utah, who writes 
newspaper columns about the ghost 
towns he visits. “If you’re willing to 
drive around 200 miles along dirt 
roads and find something that’s 
definitely crumbled, you’re defi- 
nitely part of the breed.” 

Ghost towns are prevalent in the 
West with 100 to more than 200 per 
state, but even states in the Mid- 
west and several Eastern states have 
between 10 to 100 ghost towns apiece, 
said Todd Underwood of Prescott, 
Ariz., who hosts a Web site for ghost 
towners. He began exploring ghost 
towns in 197b with his father. 

“We were really fascinated as to 
how and why people would just up 
and leave towns. We were steeped 
in the mystery of that,” he said.

‘Project Runway’ is 
back, and there’s still 
just as much to love 

AUF WIEDERSEHEN |“This is ‘Proj- 
ect Runway/” says Heidi Klum on 
Wednesday night, and without fur- 
ther ado, we are into Season 5 of 
the gold standard of reality com- 
petitions — winner of a Peabody 
Award! — and the possibly soon-to- 


be-extracted jewel in the Bravo dia- 
dem: Subsequent to a day in court, 
it is slated to move next year to Life- 
time, into whose gynocentric Welt- 
anschauung it will less compatibly 
fit. But I would guess that the fans 
will find it, wherever it is. 

It is always the same and always 
different. Here again is the ruling 
troika of “top American designer” 
Michael Kors; Nina Garcia, now an 
Elle “editor at large” rather than its 


fashion director; and Klum, your 
average German supermodel mother 
of three. Over the coming weeks they 
will winnow 16 bright- eyed contes- 
tants to three glassy- eyed finalists. 
And then there will be one. 

And here again is the redoubt- 
able Tim Gunn, a teacher among 
judges. Although he has been 
mocked by those he is there to 
mentor, Gunn is the one they are 
allowed to love and the person they 


are most likely to listen to, if they 
listen to anyone. 

The difference this time comes 
with the competitors. Some seem to 
resemble players we’ve seen before 
— the cocky one, the quiet one, the 
tattooed blonde and so on — but 
they will individuate with time. If 
the show has a dramatic arc, it’s 
not in the way that the characters 
develop but in the way that we come 
to see them better — as, with every 
passing week, there are fewer of 
them to see and more clothes to 
judge them by. It is by their works 
that you shall know them. 

The first of their labors, after 
the designers check into their 
dorm suites, sniff the competition 
and share some rooftop champagne 
with Tim and Heidi, is a repeat of 
the very first “Top Runway” chal- 
lenge: to make a dress from mate- 
rials found at a grocery store. The 
solutions range from the inspired 
and unpredictable to the “And how 
did you get here exactly?” 

Many watch for the personal 
drama — the fits and the snits, 
the alliances and antipathies, the 
nervous breakdowns and explo- 
sions of ego — and rate each sea- 
son by how much trashy drama it 
generates. That’s one way to read 
the show, and while I regard that as 
a kind of fabulous accessory, what 
makes the show worthwhile is this: 
Excellence is exciting, and in a world 
in which the dross so often rises to 
the top, it is useful to be reminded 
that there are people with the gift 
of making a little into a lot, instead 
of the other way around, robert lloyd

If anything, they seem more 
focused and mature — all the more 
welcome with the disc’s theme of 
aging gracefully. 

Singer/guitarist Craig Finn’s 
voice is more poignant throughout,

Oldman’s reputation 
was built on bad 
guys, but no more 

VILLAIN I In some earlier paral- 
lel universe of Batman’s Gotham 
City, it might have been Gary Old- 
man instead of Heath Ledger cack- 
ling and conniving as the mania- 
cal Joker. 

Nowadays, Oldman is dogged, 
upright cop Jim Gordon in Batman’s 
world or the solicitous Sirius Black, 
surrogate father to Harry Potter. 

This is not your father’s Gary 
Oldman, the actor who built his rep- 
utation on such characters as prince 
of punk-rock anarchy Sid Vicious, 


presidential assassin Lee Harvey 
Oswald or Dracula himself. 

In fact, Oldman has kind of 
become your father — a pillar of 
paternalism, a symbol of saintli- 
ness. The man you want covering 
your back, rather than the one you 
would never turn your back on. 

With his second turn as Gordon 
in “The Dark Knight,” Oldman, 50, 
feels as though he has finally bro- 
ken ranks with the bad boys and put 
to rest his role as a go -to guy when 
filmmakers needed a villain. 

“No, I don’t hear it anymore. I 
mean, look. Rolling Stone said, ‘Old- 
man is so skilled he makes virtue 
look exciting,”’ Oldman said. “You 
know what? That’s the best review 


I’ve ever had. ... I’ll put that on my 
tombstone. ‘Makes virtue look excit- 
ing.’ That’s pretty good. 

“In the past. I’ve had my share 
of good reviews, but it’s always the 
crazy, scary, weirdo guy. I don’t even 
know how it happened.” 

It started when Oldman landed 
the lead in “Sid and Nancy” as self- 
destructive Sex Pistols bass player 
Sid Vicious. By the 1990s, his char- 
acters had turned into a full-blown 
rogue’s gallery. 

Even Christopher Nolan, director 
of “The Dark Knight,” had villainy 
in mind for Oldman, whom he was 
thinking of casting as a bad guy. 

“But meeting him, it just seemed 
much more interesting to get him to 


play a really good guy, which I hadn’t 
seen him do before,” Nolan said. “He’s 
done plenty of roles in the past with 
an obvious degree of intensity, and 
he’s done it quite skillfully. To do it 
from the position of a very muted, 
restrained individual who’s very good, 
has a lot of integrity, but is struggling 
with the same things everyone else 
is struggling with in this story, that’s 
pretty amazing to watch.” 

Christian Bale, who returns as 
Batman, said people tend to remem- 
ber actors more for nastier roles. 

“Everyone’s intrigued by a bad 
guy,” Bale said. “When you play 
good guys, it doesn’t stick in people’s 
heads quite as much. But Gary’s a 
phenomenal actor, and that means 
he’s not just good at playing a vil- 
lain or a bad guy. He’s great across 
the spectrum. ... talented enough to 
play every kind of character under 
the sun.” david germain (ap)

Black Kids’ stunning 
debut album is what 
you’re looking for 

ALBUM I The Black Kids are, with 
their debut album “Partie Traumat- 
ic,” instantly the coolest “kids” in 
music. They’ve taken everything 
modern and relevant — from Kill- 
ers -esque vocals to non-retro synth 
work — and rolled it into one of the 


best albums of the year without a 
sour track in sight. 

They ought to sell iPods with 
this permanently burned into the 
memory so you’ll never lose it. Who 
knew Jacksonville, Fla., could pro- 
duce a band this fun? 

The vocals on the title track, 
“Partie Traumatic” are smart 
without being smarmy. A jangled, 
funk-infested guitar supplies the 
energy while spooky synthesizer 


sounds dance around the aural 
foreground. “This jungle is mas- 
sive/ So please don’t be so passive/ 
Be impressive, impress us/ And 
they will get the message,” goes 
the opening salvo. 

“Listen To Your Body Tonight” 
is in overdrive from the very begin- 
ning. The band digs in heavy from 
the first note and never lets up on 
this memorable songs about follow- 
ing your sexual intuition. 


Part of the appeal of the Black 
Kids’ approach is that they nail the 
technical delivery of each song on all 
fronts. The vocals, for the most part, 
sound like The Cure’s Robert Smith 
on helium. If the music was under- 
stated, it wouldn’t work as well, but 
the songs have a habit of coming to 
a crescendo nicely and giving lead 
singer Reggie Youngblood a plat- 
form on which to soar. 

If they are to be faulted for any- 
thing, it’s for being a little too hook- 
heavy. But at least the hooks are 
good. Most of the songs are about 
sex and love and sprinkled with 
randy language throughout, so 
tender ears beware, ron Harris (ap)

Beatles producer 
wants to know how 
music affects society 

MAVEN I George Martin’s superla- 
tives are, well, super. 

He produced almost all of the 
Beatles’ recordings, acting as a men- 
tor to John Lennon, Paul McCart- 
ney, George Harrison and Ringo 
Starr during their careers. He’s also 
worked with Gerry & the Pacemak- 
ers, Jeff Beck, America, Cheap Trick 
and other acts. He’s won six Gram- 
my Awards, including two for “Sgt. 
Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club Band,” 
and is a recipient of the Grammy 
Lifetime Achievement Award. He 
was knighted by Queen Elizabeth 
in 1996. In 2006, working with his 
son, Giles Martin, he helped devel- 
op the Beatles-inspired Cirque du 
Soleil show “Love” in Las Vegas, 
which won him his two most recent 
Grammys. 

But Martin, 82, has moved on 
to his next act. He’s working with 
PBS and Wildheart Entertainment 
to film “On Record: The Soundtrack 
of Our Lives,” a documentary series 
with the ambitious aim of chroni- 
cling the history of recorded music 
and its impact on society. It will fea- 
ture archival performances and 
interviews with artists from all 
genres, including Enrico Caruso, 


Louis Armstrong, Frank Sinatra, 
Loretta Lynn and Jay-Z. It will air 
in the fall of 2010. 

How did you come to be involved 
with “On Record”? 

I guess it’s been about five years — 
I’ve done quite a lot already. It’s a big 
project, enormous. And it’s a very 
important project, I think. I don’t 
think there’s anything quite like it 
that’s been done before. I was very 
interested in the background and 
the history of how sound record- 
ing developed. It was a profound 
business — that suddenly, for the 
first time, people could hear other 
people on record. It’s difficult for us 
to comprehend what that meant. 
Before then, nobody ever heard 
music, unless it was there [live]. 
It was a fundamental change, I 
think every bit as important as the 
invention of the motor car. It 
changed our lives and, in fact, 
it affected us so much that we 
cannot imagine music being 
absent from our lives. [It’s there] 
constantly. Probably too much 


You think so? How can you have 
too much music? 

I think if you’ve got an iPod and 
you’re walking across a busy 
street and ignoring all the traffic.

Two-wheeled travel 
is still a mainstay of 
modern-day China 

For a vivid insight into the clash 
of old and new in China, follow 
the bicycle. 

Morning rush hour in Beijing 
and Shanghai used to be rivers of 
cyclists flowing in a majestic hush 
down broad bike lanes. Today, many 
of those lanes have been taken over 
by cars and buses, their roar and 
honks drowning out the tinkle of 
bicycle bells. 

Yet despite China’s leap into 
modernity, the bicycle is far from 
dead — its numbers are growing. 
For many Chinese, pedal power 
remains a mainstay — for commut- 
ing, sending children to school or 
making a living. 

And getting around the traf- 
fic jams. 

As the Chinese fall in love with 
cars, and Westerners fall out of love 
with them, China is once again a 
winner. According to the Earth 
Policy Institute, a Washington- 
based environmental think tank, 
of the 130 million bikes manufac- 
tured worldwide last year, China 
made 90 million and exported 
two -thirds of them. About nine in 
10 bikes Americans buy are made 
in China. 

In China, the bicycle’s enduring 
role epitomizes the country’s wider 
transitions — from countryside to 


city, from planned economy to 
freewheeling capitalism. Multi- 
plying cars may be a sign of afflu- 
ence, but the bike’s staying power 
is a reminder that most of China’s 
1.3 billion people have yet to make 
it into the middle class. 

In the shadows of Shanghai’s 
skyscrapers and towering elevated 
highways, it is bicycle wheels that 
have enabled migrants like Wang 
Chunliang to make the great leap 
from countryside to the big city. 

Tan and sturdy, the 30 -year- 
old hauls flowers and garden 
supplies from an outdoor market 
to upscale Shanghai homes on a 
three -wheeled bicycle cart called a 
“sanlunche” (pronounced san-loon- 
chuh). That and a little gardening 
earn him about $300 a month — 
enough to live on and support his 
family in rural Anhui, hundreds of 
miles away. 

“Compared with some jobs, this 
isn’t too bad. And it’s a decent liv- 
ing,” says Wang, shrugging off the 
perils of traffic and bad weather. 

In Shanghai and other cities. 


pedal-pushing rural migrants 
can be seen everywhere, deliver- 
ing goods, gathering waste for 
recycling or peddling anything 
from popcorn and pirated DVDs 
to books and baby rabbits. 

The millennia- old Middle King- 
dom can claim to have invented 
many things — fireworks, the

umbrella, paper and the com- 
pass among them — but not the 
bicycle. 

According to Amir Moghaddass 
Esfehani, a historian at the Tech- 
nical Institute of Berlin, the Chi- 
nese first learned of bicycles from 
a customs official named Binchun 
who visited Paris in 1866 and wrote 
of Parisian vehicles made of “two 
wheels with a pipe in the middle.” 

For the Beijing Olympics, the city 
is offering visitors 50,000 bicycles 
for rent, but many bike pathways 
in Beijing and Shanghai have been 
taken over by right-turn and bus- 
only lanes. 

Shanghai’s 10 million bikes are 
banned from many main streets.

The riverside bike paths so familiar 
in Western cities are nonexistent. 

“This is a question of government 
policy,” laments Chen Haiming, who 
is an engineer and general manag- 
er at Shanghai Forever Co., China’s 
biggest bicycle maker. “In Europe, 
they are building bicycle pathways 
and encouraging people to commute 
by bicycle. But not here.” 

Yet Chen is confident that despite 
China’s enchantment with the auto- 
mobile, bicycles are here to stay. 

“The bicycle will never be 
obsolete,” he says. “No matter 
how well developed the automo- 
bile and aircraft market grows, 
the bicycle still has its purpose.”

New video game 
technology makes 
each moment unique 

In the upcoming video game “Star 
Wars: The Force Unleashed,” the 
evil Stormtroopers are smart 
enough to keep players guessing. 

Throw something at the white- 
armored troopers, andthey may toss 
a grenade back. Or they might just 
put their hands up. Or they could 
do something completely new each 
time the game is played. 

Video games used to come pre- 
programmed with canned move- 
ments that expert players eventually 
could anticipate and figure out. But 
recent advancements in video game 
design — and new game consoles 
with dazzling computing power — 
have endowed computer- controlled 
characters with a sense of self-pres- 
ervation and unpredictability not 
seen even a year ago. 

The “Star Wars” game, which 


publisher LucasArts will show off at 
this week’s E3 Media and Business 
Summit in Los Angeles, is just one 
of the games offering this advanced 
degree of realism. Game designers 
say this increasing sophistication 
is helping to put their medium on 
par with movies as a form of main- 
stream entertainment. 


“I think you connect to these 
characters much more,” said Torsten 
Reil, CO -founder and chief executive 
of Britain’s NaturalMotion Ltd., the 
company that developed technology 
used to breathe life into characters 
in the “Star Wars” game. 

Called “euphoria,” the technol- 
ogy generates animation on the

fly, so each moment in a game is 
unique. The first game to feature 
it was Take-Two Interactive Soft- 
ware Inc.’s “Grand Theft Auto IV,” 
whose April debut rivaled — and in 
dollar terms bested — blockbuster 
movie openings. 

NaturalMotion grew out of 
research Reil and colleague Colm 
Massey did at Oxford University on 
the way animals and humans move. 
The resulting technology creates 
3-D character animation in real 
time, simulating the way the body 
moves, so it looks authentic. 

Other games deepen their mea- 
sure of surprise by going in a different 
direction — abandoning realism. 


For example, “Spore,” from 
“Sims” creator Will Wright, immers- 
es players in a world where not only 
the main character, but also the 
game universe itself is the product 
of their imaginations. 

Players design a creature that 
evolves over several levels — which 
are games in themselves — into 
beings capable of intergalactic 
travel. Because no two characters 
are the same, each will evolve in a 
different way. 

That’s a big contrast to tradition- 
al games, in which the main char- 
acters, be they James Bond or Lara 
Croft in “Tomb Raider,” are prebuilt 
by the developers. 

“Goldeneye 007,” launched in 
1997 for the Nintendo 64, was the 
first in which g amers encountered 
enemies that could react to what 
the players were doing, said Libe 
Goad, the editor in chief of AOL’s 
GameDaily.biz site. 

“If you shot at them, they got out 
of the way,” she said. “Before, they 
would just stand there, which made 
the game easier, but it wasn’t neces- 
sarily a realistic experience.” 

Reil expects future games to 
get still more unpredictable. For 
instance, computer- controlled char- 
acters might carry on conversations 
with their human opponents. 

“There are so many other areas 
we are not really addressing,” Reil

The Obama Cover 

Washington Post culture critic PHILIP 
KENNICOTT was online Tuesday to 
take discuss the New Yorker’s contro- 
versial, satirical cover illustration of 
Michelleand BarackObama. 

I think the New Yorker’s cover was 
an unsuccessful satire because it 
wasn’t clear that it was supposed 
to parody conservatives’ projec- 
tions about Obama. It would’ve 
been more successful if they’d 
shown Karl Rove or John McCain 
imagining the cover. 

A number of readers have suggest- 


ed something similar, that the cover 
needed some graphic or title to con- 
textualize it. The problem with that, 
however, is it can make the cartoon 
painfully literal. Any cartoon with 
a label that says “this part’s funny” 
probably isn’t. 

I personally disagree with the notion 
that successful satire should, at its 
zenith, have a moment when every- 
one is let in on the Joke. The whole 
point of satire is that only a certain 
kind of perceptive individual with 
some kind of exposure to the sati- 
rized object will see it for what it’s 
worth. 

I agree with you ... and tried to 
distinguish between “effective” or 
“socially safe” satire, and the more 


dangerous, anarchic, free-wheel- 
ing kind, which I love. The car- 
toon failed as “safe satire” but not 
necessarily as good satire. 

Did Obama give the story longer 
legs with his reaction, and do you 
think he now wishes he had just 
ignored it or laughed it off? 

I’d love to see politicians laugh 
more things off. But I don’t think 
Obama had many choices about 
how to nip this in the bud. I don’t 
think he actively fanned the flames, 
however.

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In business, two heads 
really are better than one 

“Looking for a business-sawy mentor, particularly in 
the hospitality industry.” It’s not the typical Craigslist 
ad, but it was one of the first steps Meia Gaskin took to 
realize her life dream. The 31-year- old works in struc- 
tured finance at Orrick, Herrington & Sutcliffe secur- 
ing credit card debt but eventually wants to open her 
own hotel. She needed guidance. 


“I knew there was so much to do before you can even 
start,” the Arlington resident says, “but I wasn’t sure 
what to do first. Do I finish my business plan? Meet 
with hotel executives? I needed some insight from 
someone more experienced.” 

While she never got an answer to her posting on 
Craigslist, she did find guidance through the local branch

of Score, a nationwide organization 
of mentors. Recently, Don Dean, a 
semi-retired hotel and restaurant 
owner and manager, shared with 
Gaskin some of what he learned 
during his years spent in the hos- 
pitality industry. 

“After 44 years of business man- 
agement and ownership, I have some- 
thing to offer,” Dean explains. He’s 
worked for Marriott and Days Inn, 
and the Sheraton chains in Knoxville, 
Atlanta and D.C. Now Dean volun- 
teers with Score Inc., a nonprofit 
organization and a resource partner 
of the Small Business Association. 
Dean volunteers just one day per 


week, but his plate is full. With the 
number of people seeking mentors 
in the area, “I could serve probably 
four days a week,” he says. 

Fred Glave chairs the metro -D.C. 
chapter of Score. He says the details 
of starting a new business can be 
daunting, and having a mentor helps 
immensely. “Most people don’t know 
where to start, whether it’s getting 
a business license or finding a loca- 
tion. When they come to us, we help 
them think it through.” 

A mentor himself, Glave’s goal is 
to help new entrepreneurs and small- 
business owners grow. He says most 
of his clients have the drive neces- 
sary to become a success: “You’ve 
got to have a passion and feel it in 
your gut, because that’s what sus- 
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Meia Gaskin tapped Don Dean, a veteran of the hospitality industry, for advice. 


tains you during the rough times.” 
But he also admits that sometimes, 
his job is to discourage people. “If 
I hear things like, 1 want to make 
$1 million by the time I’m 35,’” 
he says, “I have a red-flag speech. 
These people are spending their own 
money, and they might lose it.” Glave 
says usually by asking them the right 
questions, a mentor can get some- 
one to consider the implications of 
his or her plan, and “they’ll come to 
the conclusion that maybe this isn’t 
the right thing for them.” 

There’s no certain field or occu- 
pation that seems to require more 
guidance than others. “I like to say I 
can go from handbags to salad dress- 
ing to an idea for the replacement of 
the pap smear in about three hours,” 
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Glave jokes. He says people from all 
age ranges turn to his organization 
for help, and it’s not always someone 
looking to start a new business. 

For instance, Joshua Bogart is 
happily ensconced in his chosen 
field. A principal with Catapult

Consultants — a financial man- 
agement and information technol- 
ogy company that works closely with 
the federal government — Bogart 
saw the wisdom of getting advice 
from someone more experienced. 
At 35 years old, he’s keenly aware 
of the benefits of mentors. In fact, 
he decided to go with the principle of 
“the more, the merrier.” His McLean- 
based company has an advisory 
board made up of mentors from 


Score. “Having more mentors adds 
different perspectives. We find that 
our mentors are very much on the 
same page, but they bring a variety 
of experiences to the table.” 

Bogart regularly puts together 
an agenda of topics he wants to dis- 
cuss, and a pair of volunteers comes 
in to advise him and his business 
partner. “For example, it might be 
personnel items we want opinions 
on or new contract wins. The agen- 
da focuses on different aspects of 
running the business depending on 
what is important at the time.” 

Not all mentor relationships are 
set up so formally. Eileen Caroscio 
met Linda Fossum when she decid- 
ed to become a life coach, and then 
realized her new friend had a lot of 
knowledge to share. “I sought her 
out as a colleague, and it evolved 
into a mentorship,” the 50 -year- 
old Burke resident says. Caroscio 
leaned on Fossum for help with 
her Web site and her brochure. 
“She noticed things I didn’t notice 
on my own.” Fossum also advised the 
new coach to provide more variety: 



‘After 44 years of business ... ownership, I have something to offer,” says Don Dean, 


“She had the business sense of dif- 
ferent packages I could offer to my 
clients, things like that that I hadn’t 
thought about.” 

Rather than face-to-face meet- 
ings with a set agenda, Caroscio and 
Fossum enjoy a more informal rela- 
tionship. “She gives me a second set 
of eyes on my materials, or I’ll call 
her with a business situation and 
say, ‘With your experience, what 
would you do about this?”’ 

Fossum’s background in cor- 
porate America — working with 
such corporations as Target, Land 
O’Lakes and Carlson Wagonlit — 
prepared her to become a profes- 
sional mentor. Clients each pay her 
$300 to $400 per month, which 
covers three phone calls and unlim- 
ited e-mail communications to gar- 
ner her experience. 

“I was a mentor to my staff instead 
of a manager,” she says. “Managing 
them got them to work; mentoring 
allowed me to get the work out of 
them that they were capable of but 
didn’t realize it.” Now a full-time

mentor with 17 clients across the 
nation, the 62 -year-old Hagerstown 
resident says she gets as much out of 
the relationship as her proteges do. “I 
like to learn from the mentee. We’re 
both learning constantly. And the 
energy is critical — I enjoy the spirit 
of the people I’m working with.” 

That goes both ways. Caroscio 
credits her mentor with getting her 
through some rough spots on her way 
to becoming a certified life coach and 
starting Passageways Coaching. “She 
elevated me past all of the stressful 
parts and doesn’t allow me to get 
stuck in the business. She’d say, ‘This 
is another step in the journey; don’t 
let it take you away from the direc- 
tion you’re going.’” 

Gaskin’s first step in the journey 
— finding a mentor — did noth- 
ing to dissuade her. During her 
meeting with Don Dean, he gave 
her plenty of guidance and inspi- 
ration. “The first time I met with 
Don was the happiest day I had all 
year.” The pair discussed her plans, 
and Dean urged her to intern at a 
few hotels to get a feel for the indus- 
try. Gaskin says they’ll meet again 
in the future. In the end, she hopes 
to become a mentor herself. 

“I have to pass my experience 
along. It just wouldn’t be right if I 

didn’t.” LYNN THORNE 


THE RIGHT MATCH 


The right mentor is like a great 
pair of shoes: a perfect fit that 
leads you down the right path. 

But like Linda Fossum of Ten 
Thousand Moments, a life and 
corporate coaching company, 
says, when it comes to choosing a 
mentor, “define your needs” and 
“don’t look for one mentor to be 
everything to you.” 

In other words, decide wheth- 
er you want someone to guide 
you through a marketing plan or 
product development, and find 
a person with the necessary 
strengths. 

Fossum says it’s also impor- 
tantto establish the type of rela- 
tionship you want. ‘‘Do you need 
aformal mentor, with whom 
you’ll meet regularly to discuss 
your progress on certain goals,” 
or would you feel more comfort- 
able with ‘‘someone you can just 
bounce ideas off of” when a sit- 
uation calls for it? 

Finally, a mentor with expe- 
rience atmorethan one compa- 
ny can offer a broader perspec- 
tive. ‘‘The business aspect is pret- 
ty general, but he could tell me 
whatthe hospitality industry is all 
about,” Gaskin says of her mentor, 
Don Dean. l.t. 
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From store owners 
to style consultants, 
D.C. takes fashion 
by the lapels 

A typical work scene on MTV’s 
“The Hills” plays out like this: 
Designer- clad and perfectly coiffed 
Lauren Conrad and Whitney Port 
chat about boys while sorting idly 
through racks of clothes. A supervi- 
sor will ask them to perform a sim- 
ple task. They freeze, eyes wide, and 
exclaim “OMG.” Rapid-fire texting 
commences. The girls pout attrac- 
tively. 

“That’s bull,” says Lauren Webb 
about the reality show’s representa- 
tion of entry-level fashion careers. “I 
know that the industry is not glamor- 
ous — it’s not parties every night.” 

Webb, a 24 -year- old analyst for 


the Department of Defense, thinks 
that once she leaves for a fashion posi- 
tion in New York, her day will be more 
like this : Arriving at the office before 
most people have had their coffee. 
Attending meetings with designers 
and photographers. Updating a list 
of contacts for Fashion Week, and 
maybe, if she has time, writing a blog 
entiy about a collection she loves — no 
“OMG’s” or vacant stares allowed. 

With the popularity of fashion- 
based shows and movies such as 
“The Devil Wears Prada,” “Ugly 
Betty,” and “Project Runway,” com- 
petition in the industry is steep. The 
clothes maybe beautiful, but the job 
search will not be pretty. 

“All these fashion- oriented shows 
like ‘Project Runway’ give a wrong 
impression about how the industry 
works,” says Sally Melanie Lourenco, 
a former editor of Italian Vogue who 
teaches online courses on starting 


out in fashion careers of all types. 
“You ask, ‘Why do you want to work 
here?’ and they answer, ‘Because I 
love clothes.’ It goes so much deeper 
than loving clothes.” 

Lourenco’s course gives fashion 
novices a foot in the door and teach- 
es them how to apply for entry-level 
fashion jobs, like editorial or fash- 
ion assistant positions at magazines 
and with designers. Though she says 
there’s no single position that is an 
easy in, temping for designers and 
working as a runner during fashion 
week will allow you to make con- 
tacts and get noticed in an over- 
crowded and competitive field. 

Webb certainly loves clothes, 
but she also loves entrepreneur- 
ship. That’s why, before moving 
from D.C. to New York to work 
full-time for a designer or a fash- 
ion magazine, she took Lourenco’s 
classes and worked part-time gigs. 


packing friends and clients’ suitcas- 
es for business trips and assisting 
with shoots for DC Style Magazine. 
The experience has convinced her 
of Lourenco’s oft-repeated maxim: 
Be sure you really want this. 

“You have to look at yourself and 
say, ‘What do I have to offer?’ Not 
so much ‘What do I want to get?”’ 
says Lourenco. “There’s a lot of peo- 
ple who come to the industry and 
think of what they want to get, like 
clothes and meeting celebrities, but 
those people don’t go too far. They 
don’t contribute anything lasting, 
they’re just hangers-on. It’s really 
about the inspiration or creativity 
or working with amazing photog- 
raphers, saying, ‘This is what fash- 
ion is about.’” 

Caveats aside, Lourenco (who 
has worked at Prada, Marie Claire, 
Vogue and Nylon) makes an encour- 
aging leader for her students, who 


are urged to blog daily and ask 
questions at weekly office hours 
and online chats. 

Still, all the advice in the world 
won’t help you survive on a budget 
that will hardly buy groceries, let 
alone Jimmy Choos. Lourenco says 
that an entry-level fashionista will be 
lucky to make more than $30,000 a 
year in one ofthe most expensive cities 
in the world. Though New York may

be the center of the fashion universe, 
those who aren’t ready to pack up and 
move into a shoebox-size apartment 
can cultivate a fashion career of a dif- 
ferent sort in Washington. 

Take Rachel Rosenthal — a for- 
mer Hill staffer and lawyer who was 
unfulfilled in the political world. 
She decided to put her impeccable 
taste to use, founding Rosey’s, a 
personal shopping and organiz- 
ing business. 

“I realized I liked helping peo- 
ple, so I started with my family and 
friends first, organizing their clos- 
ets,” says Rosenthal. “People asked 
if things looked good on them, but 
they didn’t have time to get clothes 
for themselves, so I started personal 
shopping from there.” 

Her job — since nearly every fash- 
ion career can be compared to a TV 
show — is analogous to “What Not to 
Wear,” except instead of sending hap- 
less, style-starved people to hit the 
shops on their own, Rosenthal does 
the grunt work, bringing back piles 
of handpicked clothing to be tried on 
in the customer’s own home. 

Shopping all day sounds fun, but 
there’s more to it than just visiting 
boutiques for a client each day, says 
Rosenthal. 

“There were a lot of financial 
concerns, going from a job where 
I had a steady paycheck to this,” 
she says. “I put together a business 
plan — my husband is a lawyer, and 
he helped — and I didn’t quit my 
other job before I had clients. It 
was a very big leap of faith.” 

That’s similar to how Lori 
Parkerson described the process 
of deciding to open her bou-

tique, Redeem (1734 14th St. NW, 
202- 332-7447). Working at XM 
Satellite Radio, Parkerson, 34, had 
always thought about working in 
fashion, but it took her awhile to 
work up the nerve. 

“I probably started looking to do 
a business plan maybe 10 years ago, 
and I would revisit it every couple 
of years,” says Parkerson. “It was 
never something I thought would 
actually happen.” 

For months, she had been scop- 
ing out real estate on 14th Street for 
a store, and as the neighborhood 
grew more upscale, Parkerson didn’t 
want to get left behind. She enlist- 
ed her business-major brother to 
draft a plan once they had procured 
a storefront near U Street. For the 
interior, she picked up a hammer 
and went to work. “Hiring a con- 
tractor is expensive,” she says. “It’s 
really our blood, sweat and tears.” 
Parkerson and her family did all of 
the store except the electrical wir- 


ing. Redeem opened in October 
2006, and she’s been content with 
her career change ever since. 

“They say if you can stay in busi- 
ness for the first year, you’ve made 
it, but now I think it’s two years of 
being in business, so I’m waiting for 
October. Waiting for it to be opera- 
tional, in this tough economic cli- 
mate [has been hard], but every- 
thing else is a complete pleasure and 
joy,” says Parkerson, who most enjoys 
meeting with unsung designers and 
selling their clothing. 

Parkerson’s final piece of advice 
is one that Lourenco and Rosenthal 
also echoed: Don’t get in your own 
way of your aspirations. 

“Fashion is almost a psycho- 
logical block — some people don’t 
want to put too much thought into 
it, because they’re afraid they’ll be 
rejected,” says Lourenco. 

“Don’t talk yourself out of it. 
You don’t need a business or a 
fashion degree,” says Parkerson. 
Her sentiment rings true in her 
store’s motto: “It’s never too late 
to change.” maura judkis

SET UP informational interviews 
with top editors or stylists, and ask 
them questions abouttheirjobs.

DO YOUR research first — “You 
can’t justgo in thereand say, ‘My 
favorite designer is Marc Jacobs’ 
and expect to hit it off,’’ says 
Lourenco. Read the magazine; know 
everyone’s name in the PRfirm. 

GET OVER your intimidation — top 
fashion designers and editors can 
smell yourfear.

Chances to play to the crowd 
were few. “I’m a courtroom law- 
yer. There’s a bit of the theatri- 
cal to that,” Quinn notes, and 
he has performed a bit for free: 
as an MC at awards ceremonies 
and in Department of Justice 
and Boy Scout training films. 
Seeking other creative outlets, 
he wrote short stories and hid 
them in a drawer. 

Quinn’s wife, Anne, suggest- 
ed he take up voice-over work 
or acting again. Last year, he 
spent an evening at First Class 
(Takeaclass.org; 202-797-5102), 
the “center for lifelong learning” 
near D.C.’s Dupont Circle, at a 
seminar called “Getting Paid to 
Talk: Intro to Professional Voice- 
Overs.” 

During the class — put on by 
the New York company Voice 
Coaches — students read from a 
script, get a chance to record and 
hear how they sound, and receive 
feedback on their performance. 
They can phone someone at the 
company the next day for further 
assessment. 

“We tell the good and the bad 
about voice acting as a business,” 
says producer and marketing 
director Warren Garling. “Radio 
and TV are only 10 percent of 
available voice work.” But wait, 
there’s more: “Everything that 
needs a voice, from voicemail 
answering systems to videos for 
business [called ‘industrials’] to 
narration, documentaries, audio - 
books — a huge growth industry 
— podcasts, Web voices, the 
Disney World tram voice, eleva- 
tor recordings.” 

At First Class, the next voice- 
over seminars are Sept. 22 and 
Nov. 5, 6:30- 9 p.m.; tuition is $45, 
$35 for members. Voice Coaches 
(Voicecoaches.com, 866-887-2834 
X 100) also teaches at Montgomery 
College Gaithersburg and through 
local public school adult- education 
programs. 

Quinn signed on with Voice 
Coaches for extra training, cut a 
demo at an affiliate studio and 
circulated it. A month later, fate 
called.

But it’s better than 
a vacation!” Eventually, he may 
get residuals, too. 

Clearly, luck brought Quinn the 
role — but talent and preparation 
made it possible. “I don’t know 
what would have happened with- 
out the First Class class,” he says. 
“Would I have had the confidence 
otherwise?” 

Lucky breaks aside, voice- 
over work is rarely a full career. 
Wannabes pay for training, demos 
and studio time. According to the 
Washington/Baltimore office of the 
American Federation of Television 
and Radio Artists and the Screen 
Actors Guild, union members 
making a local commercial earn 
at least $279 for a 90 -minute radio 
recording session. For a two-hour 
off- camera session, the minimum 
is $533. For an eight-hour, on-cam- 
era session, the minimum is $722. 
Any residuals are extra. 

“This is a fallback. I have no 
plans to leave myjob,” Quinn says. 
But he’s approaching 20 years of 
government service, which means a 
second career could prove irresist- 
ible. “If someone sees the film and 
is eager to hire me,” he says with a

HOW TO GET HIS JOB: 

Freelancing isthetypical way to start 
these days. It doesn’t guarantee con- 
stant work, but by marketing yourself 
through the Internet, you can gain 
experience and drawfrom anywhere. 
“Being flexible in terms of clients 
who call when you startout is really 
important,’’ Wuerker says.

The Head of the Glass 


Learn to make 
bowls, tiles and 
houses during an 
intense weekend 

Folks have been turning glass into 
art since pharaohs strutted in 
Egypt. (Tombs stuffed with beads 
prove it.) Two -day Beginner’s Glass 
Lovers Weekends at the Washington 
Glass School introduce newbies to 
the ancient art form, which 
has been revitalized over 
the past half-century, 
thanks to technique 
and technology inno- 
vations. “It’s a new 
medium in some ways. 

You can do anything and 
not be derivative,” says one of 
the class’ instructors (and school 
CO -founder) Tim Tate. “Try doing 
that with photography or ceram- 
ics. You could be the first person 
to make a glass giraffe!” 

The Basics 

Small groups of wannabe Dale 
Chihulys learn three “warm” 
glass techniques using kilns in 
four-hour sessions held on consec- 
utive Saturday and Sunday after- 


noons. (Warm is actually pretty hot: 
The piano box- size things operate 
at between 1,100 and 1,700 degrees 
Fahrenheit.) Classes are both hands- 
on and lecture -based, with eight to 
10 students gathering around sturdy 
wooden tables at the industrial- chic 
(exposed bricks, cement floors) stu- 
dio in Mount Rainier, Md. 

What You’ll Learn 

Tate and other teachers (many are 
acclaimed area artists) give the scoop 
on fusing glass first. They help 
students cut strips, squares 
or triangles from Bullseye 
Glass using cutters and 
running pliers. These 
then get gently glued to 
glass tiles that’ll be fired 
overnight in the kiln. The 
next day, students get to look at 
their projects and “figure out what 
they should’ve done and appreciate 
what they did do,” says Tate. 

Before leaving Saturday, glass - 
mates use clay to sculpt tiny houses. 
Teaching assistants then help them 
turn these mini-domicles into molds 
for cast-glass pieces by submerging 
the domiciles in wet plaster. 

On day two, students return to 
the studio to find a bunch of col- 
orful tiles that have been baked in 


the kilns overnight. After a brief 
art- evaluating session (It all looks 
good!), it’s on to the time-consum- 
ing task of digging clay out of the 
house molds. Using fingers and 
tools, participants scrupulously 
clean out molds and then fill them 
with chunks of clear, amber or tur- 
quoise glass. These’ll be fired into 
cast-glass sculptures. 

The last lesson of the weekend 
is 3-D kiln casting, in which one 
gently presses an object — a shell, a 
plastic frog — into dry plaster pow- 
der in the kiln and then places a 
glass tile over it. After a firing, the 
result is a 3-D image. Students must 
come back a few weeks later to get 
these creations and their houses, 
but by then, says Tate, “they’ve often 
signed up for another class.” The 
school also offers courses in tech- 
niques such as bead crafting, bowl 
making and recycled glass art. 

What’s the Deal? 

Beginner’s Glass Lovers Weekends 
are scheduled for Aug. 2-3, Sept. 
20-21, Oct. 25-26 and Dec. 6-7 
from 1-4 p.m. They cost $300 and 
include supplies.

No one else 
in our world was similarly engaged. 
When our friends talked about the 
news of the day, we listened politely, 
as to travelers just back from distant 
parts. If they raved about a movie or 
a play, we filed the information away 
for future reference. If our friends 
talked about their children, it was 


a little less strange — we were ges- 
tating offspring, too, though ours, 
we hoped, would earn us money, 
instead of draining it away. 

My wife is absolutely right about 
the benefits of different in-house 
perspectives. It is like switching 
from ordinary lenses to ones that 
see near and far. As someone who 
had read a lot of very good jour- 
nalism (by Benjamin Franklin and 
Thomas Paine), I could tell her 
when she had hit the right grab- 
the-lapels note. Since my wife was a 
newcomer to Britain’s imperial cri- 
sis and the early American repub- 
lic, she always asked the necessary, 
forest-before -the -trees question. 
Living with a reader who is also 
a writer, and who is literally over 
your shoulder, gives you a head 
start on your editors and your 
audience. 

Many writers have had in-house 
audiences. Moliere read his jokes to 
an old servant, Wordsworth read his 
poems to Coleridge. Jeanne and I 
took it another step: We married 
our ideal readers, richard brookhiser
